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Fears market could suffer 
with park and ride closure 


DORCHESTER no 
longer has a park and ride 
- putting extra demand 
on residential roads from 
on-street parking. 

There are also fears that 
the closure will have an 
effect on the viability of 
the town’s Wednesday 
market. 

And while the town’s 
football club is offering 
all-day parking at the site 


for just £1.50 those using 
it will have to walk to the 
main road to catch a bus 
- or walk into town, 
crossing roads which do 
not have zebra crossings. 

Part of the route does 
not have pavements and 
there are no signs from 
the car park to indicate to 
visitors where the town 
centre and other attrac¬ 
tions are.

Dorchester councillor 
Gerald Duke says he 
fears for the viability of 
the town’s Wednesday 
market if visitors are un¬ 
able to find anywhere to 
easily park. 

Wednesday has been 
the busiest day of the 
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week at the Park and 
Ride with up to 300 vehi¬ 
cles using it. 

Said Councillor Duke: 


“As a member of the 
Joint Markets Committee 
I will say that this closure 
cannot help the viability 
of the Wednesday mar¬ 
ket. As Councillor for the 
Dorchester West Ward 
where parking problems 


are very serious with 
school and hospital em¬ 
ployees and other mo¬ 
torists looking for a 
cheap ride and abusing 
resident parking to the 
extreme, this can only 
make matters worse.”

DORCHESTER town 
councillors have backed 
calls for parking restric¬ 
tions in and around 
Monmouth Road. 

The areas roads are 
constantly obstructed 
by town centre workers 
and rail commuters 
parking in the residen¬ 
tial streets. 

If approved by the 
county council it would 
see new double yellow 
lines on the junctions of 
South Court Avenue 
and Rothesay Roads 
and around the junc¬ 
tion of Ashley Road and 
Monmouth Road and 
Culliford Road South 
and Monmouth Road. 

There would also be a 
residents'parking per¬ 
mit scheme in Mon¬ 
mouth Road, Ashley 
Road, Alfred Road, 
Cromwell Road, Culli¬ 
ford Road South and 
the section of Rothesay 
Road between Mon¬ 
mouth Road and South 
Court Avenue, with 
some limited short¬ 
term parking. 

A 20mph zone would 
also be put in place. 

Town council plan¬ 
ning committee chair 
Councillor Susie Hos- 
ford said the way resi¬ 
dents had campaigned 
for the changes had 
been a "text-book ex¬ 
ample of residents' par¬ 
ticipation". 

Their spokesman, 

John Hartley, said the 
public meeting had 
been well attended and 
everyone had been 
given their say, includ¬ 
ing those who were 
against plans for park¬ 
ing permits and new 
yellow lines. 

"We believe this is a 
safety case and to im¬ 
prove traffic flow and 
not about whether we 
can park outside our 
own front door. It's not 
about moving the prob¬ 
lem elsewhere in the 
town, but trying to get 
cars where they should 
be parked - in the car 
parks, generating rev¬ 
enue." 

If the proposals are 
agreed by the county 
council there will have 
to be a full public con¬ 
sultation in the affected 
roads which will need 
to get at least 60 per 
cent support. 

Parking permits will 
cost in the region of 
£65. 


Museum showcases development plans

LOCAL people are being invited to have 
their say about the future of the Dorset 
County Museum. 

An exhibition of the development plans 
for the town centre building “Tomorrow’s 
Museum for Dorset” opens next week, on 
Tuesday, August 9th and will continue until 
August 19th. 

The outline plans will be on display in the 
foyer with a request for views on the plans 
for the £10million project. 

Central to the project is the concept of 
getting more of the four million objects the 
museum owns on public display. A large 
proportion of them are kept in store at All 
Saints Church in High East Street, or in 
stores at the main building. 

In May last year the museum secured 
£9.9million from the Heritage Lottery 
Fund, which will see it transformed into a 
world-class contemporary museum and ex¬ 
hibition space to make Dorset proud. The 
redevelopment of the existing site will in¬ 
clude new galleries, a learning centre, li¬ 
brary and new facilities including a cafe 
and shop. 



The museum has also been investigating 
making better use of Rev John White’s rec¬ 
tory to the rear of the main building in Col- 
liton Street. Rev White was a significant 
figure in Dorchester’s history and one of 
the founders of Massachusetts, USA. 

Tomorrow’s Museum for Dorset will 
showcase 200 million years of Dorset’s his¬ 


tory including unseen collections of na¬ 
tional and international significance. 

Museum Director Jon Murden said: “I’m 
really excited about this project, but the 
Museum is for and about the whole of 
Dorset, so we need people from across the 
county to come and see what we’re doing 
and tell us what they think.”

because of council budget cuts and the hight cost of 
subsidising the service, put at over £100,000 a year. 

Dorchester Town Football Club say they explored 
running a bus, but decided not to do so and say that, at 
this point, it will not be offering monthly or annual 
parking permits, but will review the situation if demand 
is sufficient. 

Mike Harries, Dorset County Council’s director for 
environment and the economy, said at the time the de¬ 
cision was taken to end the service: “The park and ride 
has been popular with regular users and has helped in 
part to reduce congestion in the town, especially along 
Weymouth Avenue. 

“However, regrettably, too few people have chosen 
to use the service to make it viable and with the lease 
coming to an end it is no longer practical to continue 
it.” 

The council said there were 50 regular daily users in¬ 
cluded in the 110 who held season tickets. 

The cost of providing the park and ride service was 
£137,300 in 2015/16 with the income for the same year 
at £35,000 - with Dorset County Council and West 
Dorset District Council sharing the subsidy of 
£ 102 , 000 . 

The majority of users were employees from either au¬ 
thority who have now been told they can use their ex¬ 
isting passes to park in the market car park, apart from 
Wednesday when they will be able to park in Trinity 
Street instead. This will continue until at least January 
1st, 2017. 

On Monday, the first day without a service, there was 
confusion about how to pay - while the football club 
was asking £1.50, the meter, still in use on the site, 
asked for £1. A club statement suggested that motorist 
should pay on entry, but by 11am there was nobody 
there to collect the money and no other indication as to 
how it should be paid. 

Dorchester Football Club is currently in talks with 
First Bus to negotiate a discount for those wishing to 
use the public bus service from Weymouth Avenue. 

Councillor Mary Penfold, who chairs the joint market 
panel, said: “The vast majority of people using the car 
park are commuters for Dorset County Council or West 
Dorset District Council. 

“Some members of the public park there but we do 
not see this affecting the viability of the market. 

“There is space in the market available at Fairfield to 
park and there is a coach drop off point for the market 
in Weymouth Avenue.” 


Patients to finally get bus shelter 


COUNTY Hospital bus travellers may 
soon get a shelter. 

The patients panel have been asking 
for a shelter for the Bridport Road stop 
since First Bus diverted their buses out 
of the hospital in September last year. 

A letter from the county council says 
the shelter, with seating, should be put 
in during mid-September, although a 
planned lay-by will not now go ahead. 

“Since then passengers have been 
forced to stand and wait for the bus on 
Bridport Road without any form of 
shelter or seating. Many find this dif¬ 
ficult and the patients’ panel for Wey¬ 
mouth & Portland heard that some are 
having to lean against cars in the car 
park as they have such difficulty stand¬ 


ing up,” said chair of the network, 
Michel Hooper-Immins. 

“It seems amazing that it will have 
taken the county council a year to get 
round to building a shelter, while pa¬ 
tients have shivered through winter 
and now sweated through summer¬ 
being forced to stand and wait for 
buses. There may of course be further 
delays. 

“I believe First Bus should not have 
been allowed to divert services out of 
the hospital without a shelter and seat¬ 
ing being provided. Both Dorset 
County Council and First Bus have 
been uncaring of the comfort of bus 
passengers from the hospital, many of 
whom will, by definition, be unwell.”

Bus strikes called off 

FIRST buses in Weymouth, Portland and Brid- 
port returned to near normal this week after 
planned strike action was called off. 

There had been planned strikes on Monday, 
today (Wednesday) Friday, Saturday and Sun¬ 
day. 

In a statement the company said: "The com¬ 
pany can confirm that the planned strikes have 
been withdrawn by Unite as a result of them 
failing to provide the correct statutory notifica¬ 
tion as required by the Trade Union and Labour 
Relations (consolidation) Act 1992. 

"Unite are required to advise their members 
currently involved in strike action of the need 
to attend work normally on the above dates." 

Union members working for First Dorset have 
been involved in industrial action for six weeks, 
claiming they should be paid the same as staff 
working for the company in the Yeovil area. An 
increase of 2.3 per cent over two years, was re¬ 
jected by union members. 

The industrial action is expected to continue 
after this week. 

First will publish details of any effects of the 
action on their website - but had consistently 
claimed that the majority of their services have 
continued to run normally. 

First have also said they are to dock sick pay 
to striking workers while Unite has also an¬ 
nounced a further seven continuous days of 
strike action from Monday, August 8th.

Do you need help 
from the police? 

“A lot of our time is 
wasted dealing with 
misdirected or inappro¬ 
priate calls from mem¬ 
bers of the public. 
Some examples of 
these calls include call¬ 
ing for a taxi, asking for 
directions, reporting is¬ 
sues with seagulls and 
wanting to report a 
hairdresser for a bad 
haircut.

Police tackle drugs 


trade in operation 


MORE arrests have been made by Dorset Police 
in their battle to combat the area’s growing drugs 
trade. 

One of those arrested was thought to have been 
involved in a collision in Dorchester’s Weymouth 
Avenue, which involved damage to at least four 
other cars. 

Police say their operation Allied Wolf, focused 
on drugs supply and was carried out on Monday 
and Tuesday last week. 

It has targeted people suspected of being in¬ 
volved in Weymouth and a suspected organised 
crime group in Poole. Officers from Devon & 
Cornwall Police helped with the operation. 

A total of nine arrests were made on suspicion of 
offences including drug driving, possession of a 
controlled drug and conspiracy to steal from motor 
vehicles. 

The first day involved the combined efforts of 
Alliance Operations Department officers, local 
neighbourhood policing teams and force intelli¬ 
gence resources. 

Stop checks were carried out and ANPR (auto-

matic number plate recognition) technology was 
effectively deployed to detect vehicles suspected 
to be involved in drugs-related criminal activity. 

Inspector Pete Browning of the Weymouth NPT, 
said: “Drugs disrupt stability and safety in our 
local communities and can have devastating ef¬ 
fects on families and individuals. 

“The operation targeted offenders who pose one 
of the greatest risks to community cohesion as well 
as to safety on our roads. We are grateful for the 
support provided by colleagues from the Alliance 
Operations Department.” 

On the second day, an organised crime group sus¬ 
pected to be involved in a conspiracy to steal high 
value items from vehicles was targeted. 

During the day, a quantity of stolen goods were 
recovered from properties searched, including 
toolkits, torches and work lights, cement mixers, 
ladders and power tools. Two people were arrested 
on suspicion of being involved in a conspiracy to

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steal from a motor vehicle. 

Inspector Andrew Dilworth, said: “Dorset Police 
takes these offences extremely seriously. When 
high value goods are stolen from works vehicles, 
there is a significant and disruptive impact on the 
local economy. 

“Many hard-working local tradespeople have 
been prevented from conducting their day to day 
work, whilst others have been put out of business 
permanently as a direct result of these crimes. 

“We will continue to crack down on those in¬ 
volved in organised crime, making every effort to 
recover stolen goods and reunite them with their 
rightful owners where possible.” 

Chief Inspector Adrian Leisk, Head of the Road 
Policing Alliance Operations Department, said: 
“Collaborative working is key to ensuring that or¬ 
ganised crime cannot and will not settle in our 
counties. By pooling resources, such crime can be 
targeted more robustly and effectively.” 

Joint operations will be repeated to ensure Dorset, 
Devon & Cornwall remain safe places to live and 
work. 

Those arrested on suspicion of various offences 
included: A 35-year-old male from Dorchester for 
driving whilst under the influence of drugs; A 22- 
year-old male from Weymouth for driving whilst 
under the influence of drugs; A 22-year-old male 
from Dorchester for failing to stop.

White hart returns 

A WHITE hart statue which locals fought to keep on 
a Dorchester building site has been returned - but not 
yet unveiled. 

The creature once stood above the former White 
Hart Hotel at the bottom on High East Street. 

When the building was knocked down and work 
started on apartments for the riverside site a campaign 
started to ensure the statue returned. 

There were further worries when the stag was dam¬ 
aged during attempt to get it down. 

But now the statue has returned - although is likely 
to remain wrapped in a protective sheet until building 
work on the ten-home Eastgate development is com¬ 
pleted later this year. Metis Homes say the site will 
have a mixture of three and four-bedroom townhouses 
as well as a two-bedroom coach house. The original 
White Hart, dated at 1895, featured in Thomas 
Hardy’s short story, A Few Crusted Characters. Fol¬ 
lowing a fire it was rebuilt in 1926, finally closing its 
doors in 2006. 


Town council back plans to 
prevent post office move 


TOWN councillors are to try and 
find a solution to controversial pro¬ 
posals to move the Victoria Park 
Post Office in Maud Road to Pound- 
bury. 

At a meeting on Monday evening 
they voted to tell the Post Office 
they feared the move could put the 
existing post office service on 
Poundbury at risk and deprive the 
Victoria Park area of a community 
service. 

Councillors are also offering to 
host a meeting between the two 
postmasters, the Post Office and any 
businesses interested in taking on 
the counter service. 

The problems have been caused 
because the Maud Road business 


does not meet Post Office current 
standards. 

Councillor Trevor Jones, who 
used to run the Fordington Post Of¬ 
fice and Stores, said the root of the 
problem was that many small post 
offices were no longer viable busi¬ 
nesses. 

“This is a very sensitive matter af¬ 
fecting the livelihoods of several 
people,” he said. 

Councillor Robin Potter said it 
was “not sensible” for the Post Of¬ 
fice to suggest having one counter 
service so close to the existing one 
at the Buttermarket. 

“All the possibilities should be ex¬ 
plored in Maud Road, or elsewhere 
in the east of the town,” he said. 


Mayor Tim Harries also ques¬ 
tioned the sense of moving the post 
office within the Village Stores at 
Poundbury. 

“It’s not particularly accessible, 
there are steps there, and the 
counter would go into the far cor¬ 
ner of the shop,” although he did 
agree that the longer opening times 
would be an improvement along 
with a low-level counter and hear¬ 
ing loop. 

Councillor Stella Jones said the 
town council should tell the Post 
Office before the public consulta¬ 
tion ends on August 9th that it 
would prefer to keep the post office 
in Victoria Park with suitable im¬ 
provements.

Parking charges 
could see rise 

COUNCIL parking charges in Dorchester could rise 
by ten percent. 

The increase would be the first in eight years 
with the extra income expected to pay for im¬ 
provements. 

Many of the district-council run car parks have 
been criticised for poor surfaces and a lack of light¬ 
ing. 

The increase, if approved at a meeting next 
week, would push long-stay parking up from £4 to 
£4.50 for a day and with short-stay fees set to rise 
from 60 to 70p for an hour and from £1 to £1.10 for 
two hours. 

Councillors are being told that an extra £100,000 
is needed for maintenance funding with an extra 
£300,000 for capital works. 

Annual season tickets are also likely to increase 
from £720 to £740. 

TIC move abandoned 

LONG-term plans to move Dorchester's Tourist In¬ 
formation Centre to the Shire Hall appear to have 
been abandoned. 

Instead district councillors are now looking on a 
move from the current Trinity Street base to the 
town library - or to set up a small, un-staffed, 'in¬ 
formation point'elsewhere in the town centre. 

District councillors are being told that the Shire 
Hall Development Trust has decided not to offer 
the tourist office a home in the newTolpuddle 
Martyrs museum because of the cost. 

Moving to Dorchester Library would save the 
service around £99,000 per year, although there 
would be a one off cost of around £50,000 for the 
relocation. 

A public consultation will be held on the pro¬ 
posal to move to the library or to replace the serv¬ 
ice with an unstaffed Tourist Information Point 
elsewhere in the town centre.

A DORCHESTER woman has been awarded a 
certificate of merit by the British Citizen Awards 
organisation for her good work with a number of 
local good causes.

The BCA was launched in January 2015 to 
recognise “everyday” people who have made a 
positive impact on society and who most likely 
would otherwise go unrecognised.

Two of her key voluntary tasks are as secretary 
and walks leader of the Dorchester Strollers, which 
organises walks for local people twice a week all 
year - thus encouraging them to do more exercise 
and thus stay healthier. 

She is a also a member of the Heart of Wessex 
Community working party, which is a forum for 
all volunteers who carry out work at local railway 
stations on the Bristol-Weymouth line. Mrs Blake 
is a member of the Friends of Dorchester West 
Railway Station who carry out physical work at 
the station most Friday mornings. 

Other bodies in which Mrs Blake has been in¬ 
volved include: The national advisory committee 
for the Walking for Health Organisation; the

In need of medical treatment, he was brought 
aboard the lifeboat and taken to Weymouth Harbour 
where a waiting ambulance took him to hospital. 

Later in the afternoon the Inshore Lifeboat was 
called to the Lulworth Cove area where a broken 
down 6m RIB was in danger of being swept onto 
the rocks. The RIB was taken under tow back to 
Castle Town Portland. 

Later in the evening the lifeboat returned to Chesil 
Cove where the yacht was taken under tow back to 
Weymouth Harbour.

THE Dorset Waste Partnership (DWP) has 
awarded a new contract to Weymouth and 
Sherborne Recycling Limited (W&S) for 
continuing to operate its household recy¬ 
cling centres (HRCs). 

The deal, due to begin this month and will 
run until 2024, is set to deliver almost 
£700,000 in savings for Dorset councils in 
its first year of operation. 

There are also other options in the contract 
that could increase that saving in future 
years. It will also improve efficiency and 
provide greater value for money for all res¬ 
idents.

HRC summer opening times will remain as they 
are now, although the winter operating period will 
begin a month earlier on Saturday, October 1st, after 
which sites will be open daily from 10am to 4pm. 

Councillor Anthony Alford, chairman of the DWP 
Joint Committee, said: “This new contract marks 
the beginning of an exciting new chapter in the 
longstanding partnership between W&S Recycling 
and the DWP. Not only will it deliver big savings 
over the next eight years, it demonstrates the value 
that we place on the hard work of the W&S staff, 
who we will continue to support and provide train¬ 
ing for. They are the ones helping residents, man¬ 
aging waste in the most cost-effective way and 
making sure our HRCs are safe and well-main¬ 
tained. 

“The DWP is committed to delivering cost-effec¬ 


tive services to Dorset residents, as well as ensuring 
as much of our waste is re-used and recycled as pos¬ 
sible. This new deal presents some changes to the 
way we currently do things, as well as lots of op¬ 
portunities to improve what is already a great front¬ 
line service.” 

Geoff Thompson, owner of W&S Recycling, 
added: “I’m delighted that the solid working rela¬ 
tionship we enjoy with the Dorset Waste Partnership 
is set to continue. We have a shared goal of making 
savings wherever we can, while ensuring we carry 
on providing a great service to the people of Dorset. 

“We are working on some ambitious plans behind 
the scenes, which we’re very excited about. My aim 
is for other counties to look at our partnership as a 
shining example of how things should be done. I’m 
sure the DWP and W&S Recycling will have a 
bright future working together.”

Wakely Cox, Chairman of the Dorchester Agri¬ 
cultural Society, said the vision of the fund was to 
allow children to understand about rural life and 
farming through a hands-on approach. 

“You cannot beat the experience of getting chil¬ 
dren out on a farm and see them feeding baby 
calves and lambs and handling wheat and barley. 

“We hope the fund will help sow the seeds to the 


next generation about the importance of farming,’ 
he added. 

The fund has been set up to commemorate the 
formation of the Dorchester Agricultural Society 
in 1840. It follows discussions with schools which 
showed that there is often not enough funding 
available to pay for the transport to get childrer 
out of the classroom and on to farms, nurseries 
food producers and processors. 

Initially, the fund will finance transport to and 
from a number of farms, which will be dedicated 
to providing farm tours.

PROTECT YOURSELF 

FROM SCAMS

JULY marks Scams Awareness Month - so how 
can you protect yourself? 

Citizens Advice has teamed up with the Char¬ 
tered Trading Standards Institute to launch the 
awareness-raising drive to help people avoid 
falling prey to scams. 

The campaign urges people to take three steps 
to avoid themselves and others being ripped off 
- get advice, report it and tell others about it. 

Citizens Advice analysed 5,000 scams reported 
to the charity between January and March 2016. 

It said the average victim of an investment 
scam loses £20,000. 

These frauds may involve fake diamonds, 
bogus stocks and shares and fine wines that 
don't really exist. 

In one case seen by Citizens Advice, a man paid 
£150,000 for diamonds that turned out to be 
worth a fraction of the cost. 

Victims are being hooked in to such scams by 
cold calls, online adverts and fake websites. 

The promise of returns that appear very attrac¬ 
tive in the low interest rate environment may also 
make such offers sound particularly tempting. 

But as Leon Livermore, chief executive of the 
Chartered Trading Standards Institute, says, while 
the criminals' methods are becoming increas¬ 
ingly more sophisticated, "the advice remains the 
same, if it looks too good to be true, it probably 
is". 

People's hard-saved pension pots may be a par¬ 
ticular target - so be very wary of offers of "free" 
advice on how to increase your investments. 

The pension freedoms launched in 2015 give 
the over-55s much greater choice over how they 
use their pension pots. 

But fraudsters will also see these savings pots 
as a target. 

Consumer group Which? has also sounded 
warnings about pension liberation schemes. 

These target people under the age of 55 and 
encourage them to withdraw or transfer their 
pension savings - often with "exhorbitant" fees 
involved - the consumer group says. 

However, pensions are generally designed to 
only allow savers access to their money after they 
turn 55. 

Accessing pensions savings before 55, unless in 
exceptional circumstances such as ill-health, 
could see consumers losing up to 70% of their 
pot as a tax penalty, Which? warns. 

Alex Neill, director of policy and campaigns at 
Which? says: "Pension scams are a worrying 
problem and are costing savers millions of 
pounds.

Which? is running a campaign called Safeguard 
us from Scams, which calls for more to be done 
to protect consumers from online frauds. 

The consumer group says people should ignore 
cold calls and unsolicited texts about their pen¬ 
sion. 

It also warns alarm bells should ring with con¬ 
sumers if a firm is using phrases such as "loop¬ 
hole" or "free pension review". 

Which? says you should thinktwice about using 
any companies promoting access to your pen¬ 
sion or early pension release before you reach 55. 

It fears that some websites may potentially ex¬ 
ploit people's confusion over the new pension 
freedoms and don't explain the huge losses at 
stake. 

Many fraudsters use high-pressure tactics and 
Which? says you should never rush into agreeing 
a pension transfer. 

It suggests that if you're unsure, consider 
speaking to a financial adviser who is not associ¬ 
ated with the pension deal. 

The free Government-backed Pension Wise 
service is also available to help people aged 50 
and over decide how to use their pension pot. 

As well as your pension pot, fraudsters also see 
the information you place on social media as a 
target. 

Experts at Cifas, a service that gathers informa¬ 
tion from financial firms, fear that a lack of aware¬ 
ness about the crime is making it easier for 
conmen. 

Criminals glean personal information from so¬ 
cial media and hack into private systems to get 
people's personal details and go on to apply for 
a loan or buy a product in their victim's name. 

To help combat online fraudsters, make sure 
you have the most up-to-date security software 
installed, including anti-virus. Some banks offer 
free security software. 

Suspect any unsolicited emails that claim to be 
from a trusted organisation like your bank or the 
tax office, and be careful not to click on any links. 

And remember that while you may be excited 
about your summer getaway, posting details of 
it online may also advertise the fact your home 
is empty to burglars. 

DON'T FORGETTO PACK YOUR 
HEALTH INSURANCE CARD 

With the peak summer holiday season in Eu¬ 
rope here, the Association of British Insurers (ABI) 
is reminding travellers not to holiday without 
travel insurance and their European Health Insur¬ 
ance Card (EHIC). 

It says that regardless of the vote to leave the 
EU, the EHIC and travel insurance remain a 
"must". 

The free EHIC gives access to state-provided 
healthcare on the same basis as a national in the 
country you are visiting. 

But the card is not an alternative to travel insur¬ 
ance, so it is important to have both to make sure 
you are fully covered. 

It's also worth bearing in mind that many travel 
insurers will waive their excess (the first part of 
the claim that you pay yourself) if you use your 
EHIC. 

The ABI says last year insurers came to the aid 
of nearly 500,000 travellers who needed help 
overseas, paying out the equivalent of £1 million 
every day.

FIRST-TIME BUYERS TAKE OUT MORE 

MORTGAGES THAN HOME MOVERS 

First-time buyers have started taking out more 
mortgages than home movers for the first time 
in 20 years, according to figures from banks and 
building societies. 

People taking their first step on the property 
ladder took out 27,500 home loans in May across 
the UK, marking a 9% increase compared with 
April, the Council of Mortgage Lenders (CML) 
said. 

Meanwhile, existing homeowners who were 
moving home took out 26,300 mortgages in May, 
marking a lower number than the first-time 
buyer figure, but still up by 18% month-on- 
month. 

PROPERTY WEBSITE SEES BOOST IN 
HOMES MARKETED FOR RENT 

Rental sector tenants saw a boost in the supply 
of properties for them to choose from in the sec¬ 
ond quarter of this year, according to a property 
website. 

There were 8% more newly-marketed rental 
properties in the second quarter of this year 
across England and Wales compared with the 
same period in 2015, Rightmove reported. 

In London, the supply of properties being 
newly-marketed was up by 22% on the same pe¬ 
riod last year, it said. 

MANY BRITONS 'BOMBARDED WITH 
NUISANCE CALLS ABOUT LOANS' 

One in eight Britons is being bombarded with 
nuisance calls every day offering high-risk finan¬ 
cial products like payday loans, a charity has 
warned. 

More than half (59%) of people surveyed for 
StepChange Debt Charity said they had received 
an unsolicited telephone call offering them high 
cost credit such as a payday loan, or the services 
of a fee-charging debt management company in 
the last 12 months. 

Meanwhile, 12% of people said they receive 
calls like this every day.

GLITTERING pop, a birthday rave, and 80s pop classics 
were the order of the weekend at Camp Bestival, writes 
Rob Larcombe. 

X-Factor runners-up Reggie N Bollie got the party 
started at the main stage on Friday, with a slew of mod¬ 
ern pop hits - a surefire winner with Camp B's youthful 
audience. 

Sets from Turkin Brakes, DJ Yoda and Squeeze fol¬ 
lowed, warming up an already sun-drenched crowd 
ahead of pop starlet Jesse Glynne's headline set. 
Glynne's unique soulful vocals on a string of number 
one's was an excellent finish to Friday. Coincidentally, 
the highlight of the set, the massive hit'Rather Be', was 
originally a collaboration with last year's Friday head¬ 
liners Clean Bandit. 

SATURDAY, as ever, was the busiest day on site, and 
the day's entertainment was great, though had one or 
two oddities; Dawn Penn, whose reggae groove floor-

Following the silence - a good excuse to sample a 
cocktail or two - an unexpected top act of the weekend 
played.

(cancelled due to illness) were my highlight, with 
'Waveforms','Default'and more sounding event more 
impressive live than recorded. Katy B followed up with 
a bass heavy set, lining up perfectly for the headline act 
of the weekend, Fatboy Slim (aka Norman Cook). 

Birthday-boy Cook had eaten, slept and was at the 
rave/repeat stage of his day as he took to the stage in a 
full astronaut suit, embracing Camp B's space theme. 
His set was filled with a relatively small amount of live 
mixing, but that didn't tarnish a slick presentation of 
pre-mixed mash-ups and excellent visuals on the back¬ 
drop of the stage. 

With energy yet to be completely sapped, we headed 
to the silent disco for what is always a fun, if slightly em¬ 
barrassing sing and dance! 

With slightly fuzzy heads, we embraced a cross-sec¬ 
tion of entertainment on Sunday; Jasper Carrott 
brought an all-to-short comedy headline set to the Big 
Top; KTTunstall rocked on the main stage; before a 
cheesy 80s pop set from Banarama (well, two-thirds of 
the original line-up). Anne-Marie, continued the 
evening's main-stage offerings with an angsty and en¬ 
ergetic set, before the festival's two-part finale begun. 

New-wave pop legends Tears for Fears brought live 
musical proceedings to a close with a hit-strewn set, 
bookended with absolute classics'Everybody Wants to 
Rule The World'and'Shout'.

Yet with 400 Nm of torque and 
combined system power of 218 PS, the 
new car can sprint from rest to 62 mph in a 
lively 7.6 seconds before heading to a top 
speed of 140 mph, where legal. The poten¬ 
tial range between refuelling stops is more 
than 660 miles. 

The Passat GTE is a plug-in hybrid that can 
be driven up to 31 miles on electric power 
alone in E-Mode. A1.4-litreTSI turbocharged 
petrol engine delivers 156 PS, while the elec¬ 
tric motor adds a further 115 PS. Underlining 
its engaging performance capabilities, the 
electric motor alone can provide up to 330 
Nm of torque from near-standstill. 


A specially developed six-speed DSG 
gearbox is standard on the Passat GTE and 
features a third, disengagement clutch. 
This decouples the TSI motor whenever 
possible, to allow the vehicle to make best 
use of kinetic energy and hence increases 
efficiency still further. 

Building on the already elegant lines of the 
new Passat-voted European Car of the Year 
2015 - the Passat GTE is distinguished out¬ 
side by distinctive C-shaped LED daytime 
running lights and an additional blue line 
across the radiator grille: design cues which 
are shared with the award-winning Golf GTE. 
A redesigned front bumper and 18-inch 
alloy wheels also mark out the new car. 

Inside, in addition to the optional innova¬ 
tive Active Info Display with specific cus¬ 
tomised read-outs, standard features 
include blue ambient lighting, a leather- 
trimmed multifunction steering wheel with 
blue decorative stitching, GTE-specific gear 
knob with blue stitching and seats covered 
in Alcantara with Vienna leather side bol¬ 
sters. Unique GTE badging also marks out 
the new Passat. 

Bristling with innovative and engaging 
new technology, the new Passat GTE 
boasts Volkswagen's new Car-Net e-Re- 
mote app which allows a wide variety of 
tasks - including charging - to be con¬ 
trolled via smartphone. All climate control 
functions can be also activated remotely, 
while information on the vehicle's state of 
charge, recent driving data or last parking 
position can be displayed. It is also possi¬ 
ble to check whether the doors are closed 
and the lights turned off. 


The Passat GTE's electric motor develops 
maximum torque of 330 Nm and offers 
continuous torque of 170 Nm. The 1.4-litre 
direct-injection turbocharged petrol en¬ 
gine is as sophisticated as the electric 
motor and drivetrain. This four-valve per 
cylinder unit from the EA211 engine family 
uses an ultra-rigid die-cast aluminium 
crankcase. Maximum power of 156 PS 
comes at 5,000 rpm, and maximum torque 
of 250 Nm is on offer between 1,500 rpm 
and 3,500 rpm. 

Under normal circumstances, the Passat 
GTE starts in pure electric E-Mode. When it 
reaches minimum battery charge hybrid 
mode is activated. Here the Passat GTE op¬ 
erates as a full hybrid, charging the battery 
under deceleration and automatically 
using the TSI motor and/or electric motor 
as required. However, should the driver 
wish to conserve electric power (for exam¬ 
ple to use E-Mode in a city at the end of a 
journey), Battery Charge mode can be se¬ 
lected. For maximum power, GTE mode 
can be chosen: this uses both petrol and 
electric motors. 

The car's lithium-ion battery is fitted in the 
floor area of the rear seat bench. Comprising 
eight modules of 12 cells each, it creates a 
nominal voltage of 360 V and power of 9.9 
kWh, with a peak output of 85 kW. The high- 
voltage battery is overseen electronically by 
the Battery Management Controller, which 
manages various functions including the 
battery's liquid cooling system. 

Charging is achieved either via a standard 
UK domestic mains outlet in around four 
hours and 15 minutes; or in two hours 30 


minutes from a dedicated wallbox with a 
3.6 kW supply. 

The Passat GTE comes in two highly spec¬ 
ified trim levels in the UK. On top of the 
standard features of the Passat GT (such as 
Adaptive Cruise Control with Front Assist 
and City Emergency Braking, Discover Nav¬ 
igation, Bluetooth and parking sensors), 
standard items include LED headlights and 
tail lights, Mode 2&3 charging cables and 
Car-Net e-Remote. Standard items on the 
GTE Advance trim also include the new Ac¬ 
tive Info Display, Discover Pro navigation 
(eight-inch screen), Nappa leather, Area 
View and LED premium headlights. 

Despite its extra technology and revised 
styling, dimensions of the Passat GTE 


match those of the standard Passat, includ¬ 
ing boot volume (402-968 litres for the sa¬ 
loon and 483-1613 litres for the estate). 

Judges in the Next Green Car Awards said 
of the Volkswagen: "Volkswagen's Passat is 
an excellent large family car that performs 
well in every area. Add to it the plug-in hy¬ 
brid powertrain that effortlessly provides 
drive for all situations and the Passat GTE 
becomes a dominant model in the large 
family class."

Despite Sayers having now signed a contract, the

With Broadstone's victory over Mar- 
tinstown, the now drop to fifth and are 
54 points behind the leaders with just 
four games to play. 

Having been bowled out for 174, they 
still looked to be in with a chance as the 
hosts slumped to 89-5, but an unbroken 
partnership between James Williams 
(25no) and FrankTurrell (54no) saw the 
leaders home with over five overs to 
spare.

Blake waiting on IOC decision 


BRITAIN'S double gold medal hope 
Paul Blake will have to wait until Fri¬ 
day (5th) to see whether he will face 
his two biggest rivals in next 
month's Paralympic Games.

drugs scandal. 

Any ban could increase the Charl¬ 
ton Down athletes chances of gold, 
but he hopes they are not involved 
as he is desperate to beat Shvetcov 
on a level playing fields, but feels 
with the doubts surrounding Russ¬ 
ian athletes they should be subject 
to the additional tests.

same scrutiny I'm not sure, but you 
would hope that they are." 

The Russian has proved invincible 
in the T36 100m, 200m and 400m's 
over the past three years, but Blake 
feels he is in the form to change 
that in the 400m. 

The 26-year-old had been trou¬ 
bled by plantar fasciitis which af¬ 
fects the heel and bottom of the 
foot, but this has now been re¬ 
solved and he has declared himself 
on target for Rio 2016. 

"It's completely gone now which 
is great and means I can just focus 
on my training. It pretty well healed 
itself, which is amazing." 

Blake has one more 800m race in 
Watford on August 10th before 
joining the rest of the GB Para¬ 
lympic team for their Rio prepara¬ 
tion day at Loughborough the 


following day. The team then fly to 
Brazil on August 30th to their £1.6m 
training base in Belo Horizonte in 
the southeast of the country. 

"I just need this last race and I 
should be on target where I want to 
be," he added. 

He was pleased that he was not 
the only West Dorset athlete se¬ 
lected with Holly Neill joining him 
on the plane after being selected to 
represent GB in the F41 discus say¬ 
ing: "It's great news that Holly has 
been selected." 

The decision to select the 27-year- 
old from Chantmarle would have 
been made easier by her recent 
form. 

Having produced a lifetime best 
throw in the IPC Grand Prix in Dubai 
in March, she followed this up with 
a bronze medal in the European 
Championships in Grosetto, Italy in 
June.
